Cars Like Cattie—No Attention Paid to 
Lc Comfort—Saturday Night on the 

arse 


The artist, in presenting a fair view of a 6 p. m. 
car bound west, has furnished to the street-car 
companies a valuable suggestion. By means of 
the jack-screw attachment cars intended to carry 
eighteen passengers will “accommodate” seventy- 
five passengers, instead of sixty, as now. The 
management of the “Squeeze Em-Up” Line are,of 
course, Making arrangements to get more cars. 
“They are being built now,” and “orders have 
been issued to hurry up the work.” The new cars 
will get nere about the time the pigs begin to fly, 
if the patrons of the “Squeeze-’ Em- 
Up” Lime forget to keep the matter in 
mind. The people are emphasizing the demand for 
more accommodations, The failure to provide extra 


cars at the hours when the theaters let out, ex- 
cept in the case of the Olive street line, is simply 
unreasonable. Une night last week, when the 
Clara Morris performance of “Camiile’’ was 
pees until after midnight, none of the roads 
ad the business sense to provide cars for the ac- 
conmmodation of the large audience, whith had to 
choose between the alternative of walking home 
or taking Chances on an 
UNSAVORY OWL CAR. 
That the city bas full power to regulate all these 
matiers is not seriously questioned by any one, 
and now that the matter is before the Municipal 
Assembly, the people will watch 
the attitude of that body with interest. 
There is no night in the week when trippers are 
80 necessary as On Saturday night. Saturday be- 
ing the last day of the week, everybody is at his 
piace of Lusiness setiling up affairs. It is the rea- 
letter day of the Workingman, turin the evening 
the little brown envelope containing the stipend 
he has worked for all week is handed to him. 
Then he is dismissed an hcur earlier than usual, 
and is met by his wife outside, that being the only 
time in the week when she ventures down town. 
It is the busiest day for retail merchants. It is 
the favoriie day for those who do shopptng. It is 
a parade day for thousands of fashionable women. 
Suturday is matinee day. Taken altogether. the 
inducements io come down town to those who on- 
ly veuture out occasionally a:e far more potent on 
Saturd.y than on any otber day. The consequence 
is that trom morning till afternoon the cars bound 
for their eastern terminus are very well 
filied. The various purposes which draw the Sat- 
urd.y day travel down town appear to expire in 
the twohours following sunset, and the same 
number of street cars which have been at 
work all day transporting these passengers to the 
heart of the city are then called upon to carry 
them to their homes. To be just, there are more 
cars at evening than duriug the day, but not half 
as Mauy more as are required, the number upon 
euch line being abont equal to one-fourth of the 
number which are in movement during the quiet 
hours of the day, from 9 a. m,to3o.m. There 
are so many cars ip use on each road, aad during 
the quiet hours of the day a number of them are 
withdrawn, 
THE STREET CAR PRESIDENTS

During all those hours the 
people Who sustain the roads were subjected to 
delay and-<discomfort, and all because the street 
car managers are too parsimonions to put on the 
pumber of cars necessary to accommodate the 
evening traffic. A Post-D1sPATCH reporter found 
upon investigation that all the cars running 
westward Saturday evening carried enouch 
passengers in the three hours following sunset to 
pay the expense attaching totheir cperation all 
day. On the Olive street, Washington avenue 
and Franklin avenue lines 

SIXTY PASSENGERS 
must have been the averave number. The Chou- 
teau avenue cars were loaded down, the Fifth 
street cars were pucked, and the north-bound bob- 
tuils conveyed as many as could obtain foot-rootn. 
In the face of these facts the demend for more 
trippers can only be considered as a weak protest 
against the oppression of a dozen or more greedy 
corporations. The excuse that the expense is too 
great has little weight when it is Known that cars 
make a half~iozen trips with three times their ca- 
pacity. They never run so light but that the 
crowds morning and evening would more than 
make up forthe lack of traffic. The strect car 
companies Owe it to the puplic to at least make an 
effort to accommodate then.

LUNATICS AT LARGE. 


An Exciting Scene at Blackwell's Island 
Asylum—A Maniac Suicides. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New YORK, November 26.—Josephine Negg, an 
inmate of Blackwell’s Island Lunatic Asylum, 
was drowned Saturday afternoon. It was the 
eause of a remarkable excitement among the 
lunatics, by whom it was witnessed. Several 
parties or squads of patients, besides the one 
from which the suicide broke away, were walking 
about the grounds. Each group was formed in 
ranks and walked in double file. A.ourse walked 
at the head, another at the foot and 
another midway of the line. All the mem- 
bers of the different parties were quiet 
and tractable until Josephine Nigg broke away, 
and, running to the water side, plunged into the 
river from the top of the sea wall. Then all the 
lunatics became greatly excited. The ranks were 
broken up and the patients rushed hither and 


thither 

WITH CRIES AND SHRIEKS * 
that could be heard with painful distinctness on 
the New York City shore. The nurses, with great 
difficulty and by the exercise of the greatest 
activity, kept their squads buddled up together, 
although no vestige of order was retained. As 
fast as one or another of the frenzied patients 
broke out from the group she would be confronted 
by a purse and turned back, and the watchful 
nurses did not allow one to get between them and 
the river. In this they were very promptly aided 
by other nurses, Who ran out of the pavitions, and 
all the nurses soon began to force the lunatics 
toward the house, in which they could be locked 
up.

Another Victim of the Highway Murderer— 
A Comely Girl.

NEWARK, N. J., November 26.—At 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning John Wachtman, a farmer 
living on the Eagle Rock road between the first 
and second mountains in West Virginia, while on 
his way home from church, saw traces of blood, 
acrimson trailanda struggle on the» roadside. 
He followed the stainsa distance of sixty feet 
through a field to a cluster of bushes, Where he 


saw the deadypody of a young and comely woman. 
Her throat had been cut with a sharp instrument, 
for a gaping wound hadtet out her life blood, 
which had stained her clothing ana dripped on 
the grass, bushes and rock s. Her clothes were 
torn in several places, indicating that she had 
made a desperate struggle with her assailant. 
The appearance of her body gave the impression 
that she had been wantonly assaulted, . 
SHE WORE A JOCKEY HAT, 
cardinal red dress and a biack jacket. Her hair 
was light in color and she had evidently been at- 
tacked in the road. and when she resisted Was 
stabbed by her assailant, who, oa finding that he 
had probably commiited murder, dragged her to 
tne bushes to hide the evidence of the crime until 
he could make his escape. By her side were found 
& satchel and a bundle of elothing. On the bosom 
of her dress was found a smail silver watch, show- 
ing that the crime was not committed for robbery. 
Mr. Wachtman aroused his famtly and neighboring 
farmers and sent word to the Orange police, Late 
in the aft: rnoon the body was identifiea as that of 
Phoebe Jane Paulin, 17 years old, whose parents 
live in the valley between the two mountains. She 
had gone to Orange on Saturday afternoon to 
make some purchases, ant as she 
DID NUT RETURN AT NIGHTFALL, 
her parents supposed she had remained in Orange 
with acquaintances. It appears, however, that 
she started for hone alter dark in good spirits, 
having no fear of danger, as she 
had often traveled over the road on 
foot. Itis thought that she was either followed 
by a man from Orange or that she was waylaid by 
a tramp, who assaulted her, and that she made a 
Gesperate resistance. During the struggle the 
girl was stabbed iwice in the neck, but net fatal 
ly. Tostifle her cries for help the ruffians then 
began to choke her, as the bleody imprint on her 
Wrist of the murderer’s hand and mugers sbow.

of 10 and 12 o'clock p. m., November 23, from the 
effects of an internal hemorrhage, caused by a 
builet fired from a pistol in the hands of Fritz 
Spilker, The prisoner was remanded to Jail to 
await the action of the Grand Jury.
